We hnpor'ed our pottery from 
Holland, our hats from Flanders, our 
sdk Voiu France, our cloth and carpcto 
from Belgium. Our cotton manufactures, 
our woolen and flax teanufa.ci.am, our 
machine manufactures, could scarcely lie 
said te exist. Coal could scarcely be 
had, for coal-pits could not be kept clear 
of water. 

A hundred years ago we could scarcely 
build a bridge. Look at the churches 
built r. hundred years ago, and behoh' 
the condition of onr architecture !

"in the hog," and soiling the ham 
lard thei ofroni at an advanced pin 
packing the reniindi r. 

Thi hams and lard having be, u nici !> 
selected and cured, commanded a higher 
price in market than that usually old 
by grocers derived from Western pork. 

The citizen, of Mexico wcrofn 
purchasers of the samo from the count y , 
»nd in so doing l>elieved th^-y wore as- 
sisting tke county In a commendable 
effort to practice oconomj'. 

Your committee, however, in their ef 
fort to discover fraudulent acts dJ 
that hams or lard Wi ived by nt-.\ ■ 

eral of our citizens without further in 
quiry as to whether they have paid an 
equivalent to the connty. The commit- 
tee gave no opportunity for either of us 
to show the truth ; which is that for ev 
ery pound of either we e»ch paid the 
full market juice and value without I 
single exception.

The alligators forsaerly came al- 
most e.-.cJuaively from Louisiana, and

The attending to the probate of 
wills, settlement of estates, and protect- 
ing minors should net be coupled with 
looking after chicken thieves or street 
rows. The County Judge has a variety 
of small though important matters to 
attend to, he being a sort of a chore 
boy in our judiciary, consequently he 
cannot give proper weight and thought 
to the grave matters belonging to the 
Surrogate. Only lawyers are oligible 
inty Judge, but others may be 
Surrogate.
